Over a year after filing a lawsuit 
against the City of Grayling over 
fire department operations, the 


Grayling Charter Township Board — 


agreed to sign a contract with the 
city for fire services last week. 

The township board, by a 4 to 2 
vote, approved a contract for fire 
services for the Grayling Fire 
Department. Trustees Duane 
Brooks, Linda Munsey, Shawn 
Kraycs and Dennis Long cast yes 
votes in favor of the motion to sign 


the contract. Grayling Charter 
Township Supervisor Terry Wright 
and Treasurer Cindy Olson voted 
against approving the contract. 
Clerk Monica Ashton was not at the 
meeting. 

On Jan. 9, 2008, the township 
board unanimously authorized a 
lawsuit to be filed against the City 
of Grayling. Township officials 


were secking the return of a com- 
mittee of township and city officials 
to oversee the operation of the 
Grayling Fire Department. If a rem- 
edy could not be reached, the town- 
ship was asking 46th Circuit Court 


Judge Janet Allen to authorize the 
division of fire department assets 
and equipment owned by the town- 
ship and the city. 

After taking the vote at the town- 
ship board’s regular meeting on 
Wednesday, Jan. 21, Wright was 
directed to have Grayling Charter 
Township Attorney Rich Jaskowski 
drop the lawsuit. 

The township board was secking 
to have an interim agreement to 
operate: the Grayling Fire 
Department. One of the goals of the 
interim agreement, approved by the 
board in December, was to establish 


an administrative fire board under 
Michigan Compiled Law 41.811, 
that would include representatives 
from the city, the township and one 
at-large member selected by fire 
board members. 

Township officials believed that 
they were close to settling contract 
negotiations after a citizens group 
met with Grayling Charter 
Township Supervisor Terry Wright 
and Grayling City Manager David 
Thayer. Establishment of the fire- 
board was recommended at the 
meeting.

Board considers 
piggybacking 
projects with 
county building

The Crawford County ‘Board of 
Commissioners opted to hold off on 
approving a final step for courthouse 
expansion and upgrades to determine if 
funds for a new senior center and health 
department could be included in bonds for 
the financing. 

The board, at its regular monthly meeting 
last week, decided to delay issuing the 
bonds for a $1.5 million court house expan- 
sion and renovation project that would 
make the building compliant with the 
American Disabilities Act. 

Instead, the board: will take up the action 
again at its monthly ways and means com# 
mittee scheduled for 3:30 p.m. on 
Wednesday, Feb. 4. 

The addition project to the front of the 
county building will add American 
Disabilities Act compliant restrooms and 
entrances and add an elevator to access the 
basement level of the building. 

Unisex or family restrooms would be 
installed on the main and basement levels 
of the county building and in the Crawford 
County Sheriff’s Office. 

Benches in the court rooms would be 
moved to accommodate people who use 
wheel chairs. The county veteran affairs 
office will be moved to where the current 
women’s restroom is located. Crawford 
County Clerk/Register of Deeds Sandra 
Moore will move to the space used by the 
veteran affairs office, and her current office 
will be used as an extra room fo store files 
and supplies. All electrical, mechanical and 
fire alarm equipment would be upgraded. 

Outside the building, the sidewalks and 
curbs and the parking lot would be upgrad- 
ed to accommodate the handicapped. A

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Fees hiked to

Chad Beckett, the direc- 
tor of the Grayling’s 
Department of Public 
Works, said some frozen 
water lines have been dis- 
covered by homes that fam- 
ilies have recently moved 


in to. He said the problem — 


has occurred all over the 
city, but has particularly 
been an issue in the 
Chestnut Street area. 

“Most of them we’ve 
been able to fix,’ Beckett 
said. . 

Beckett said some water 
lines freeze up on an annu- 
al basis, but problems are 
occurring in odd and 
unforeseen places this year. 

“Every winter, you can 
count on them freezing up,” 
he said. 

Beckett believes that the 
heavy snowfall is forcing 
some city property owners 
to move snow onto areas 
where the water lines are 
underground. The’ snow 
acts as an insulator, pre- 
venting the frost from 
going into the ground. 

To prevent the water lines 
from freezing, city officials 
are asking home and busi- 
ness owners to run their 
water in a constant stream 
about the approxtmate size 
of a pencil. The city will 
notify residents and busi- 
nesses in the spring when it 
is safe to turn the water off, 

Beckett warned that resi- 
dents should not turn the 
water off if the community 
experiences a day where 


followed by the election of 
two members during the 
next three following elec- 
tions. .

“The warmer tempera- 
tures actually drive frost 
down deeper,” he said. 

Denny Fruehauf, the 
cooperative program man- 
ager for the. ‘National 
Weather Service in 
Gaylord, said the current 
chilly temperatures are 
being caused by arctic area 
masses moving down from 
central and western Canada 
over the Great Lakes. He 
said the temperatures will 
warm up near the end of the 
week, then will be more 
seasonal next week. 

“It will be a gradual, 
gradual warming trend over 
the next few days,” said 
Fruehauf, who coordinates 
the collection of weather 
data from 65 weather 
observers covering 26 
counties. 

Fruehauf said the region 
would undoubtly experi- 
ence more arctic masses 
through February and 
March, but forecasters can 
only predict the weather for 
the next seven to 10 days. 

“Whether we will go 
down to where it has been 
as cold as we have seen, we 
cannot tell at this point,” 
Fruehauf said. 

Beckett said the heavy 
snowfall and chilly temper- 
atures are taking a toll on 
the Department of Public 
Works employees and 
equipment, making it so 
they can hardly ' devote 
much time to maintain the 
equipment and trucks. 

“We're kind of running 
constant all the time,” 
Beckett said. “Everybody 
would be happy to see a 
few days with no snow and 
some warmer tempera- 
tures.”

Student of history looks at inaugural 


In 2005, 1 waited for 
hours in the cold and snow 
to hear the President’s 
speech and watch the 
parade, and I found myself, 
as an unticketed member of 
the public, severely limited 
in access to the ceremonies 
of that day. [ also found that 
the events and elements of 
the day that I witnessed 
were not the same as those 
covered in the media. 

Four years later, my trip 
to DC could not have been 
more different. This time, 
politics aside, | felt part of 
the process. I felt welcome 
in the city. I felt the currents 
of hope and good will that 
charged the attitudes among 
nearly two million people. 

As expressed by the 
media over and over since 
Election Day, the new atti- 
tude of people in the country 
and the crowds at the inau- 
guration, whether or not 


they voted for him, has been ° 


one of hope in the message 
of change from the new 
president. 

*  * * 

SINCE I DECIDED to go 
this time, for several weeks 
I'd been researching every- 
thing from security proce- 
dures to scheduling, and 
finally, our little group of 
eight (including my younger 
brother) was all ready to go. 

We left a friend’s house in 
Alexandria, Va. just after 
sunrise on inaugural day to 
head toward the metro sta- 
tion and then the National 


lesson learned earlier). We 
had heard of long lines wait- 
ing to get onto the Mall as 
early as 4 a.m., but we were 
confident that the two-mile- 


-long Mall area west of the 


Capitol would hold the mil- 
lions of expected visitors, 
including us. 

As soon as we got off the 
metro, we realized what we 
were in for. The station plat- 
forms already were packed 
with people shoulder. to 
shoulder and barely moving 
toward the exit. We squished 
in among them and started 
the shuffle, best described 
by someone in the crowd as 
resembling “‘a bunch of col- 
orful penguins.” 

Despite the close quarters, 
the energy was high. People 
on both sides of the station 
chanted repeatedly “Yes we 
can!” and “O-bam-a!” Like 
the two previous Obama 
events I’d attended, no one 
complained about the 
crowds or the waiting. We 
were all simply happy to be 
there. 

Fifty minutes later, we 
finally were above ground 
and headed toward the Mall. 
Our group of eight split into 
pairs so each could best find 
the areas from where we 
wanted to watch the cere- 
mony, some trying to sneak 
passed security into ticket 
areas, others trying to find a 
spot further down the Mall, 
some climbing a tree. 

As we searched for an 
area that wasn’t yet full, we 


we reached the Washington - 


Monument. Until then, we 
hadn’t really gotten a 
glimpse of the crowds or the 
Mall other than the rivers of 
people between the canyons 
of buildings, flowing 
towards the viewing areas. 
Coming over the rise of 
the hill at the Washington 
Monument, we found a 
stunning vista of the crowds 
towards the Lincoln 
Memorial. It was breathtak- 
ing, and looked like a view 
from the historic 1963 
March on Washington, 


_packed with people, and 


now, at intervals, with 
jumbo-tron TV screens 
broadcasting the ceremony. 
Stunned, we reflected a 
moment before venturing 
on, settling on a space in 
front of a screen near the 
World War Two Memorial, 
from where we watched the 


ceremony and speech before. 


heading out of the city and 
back to Alexandria and then 
home. :

REFLECTING ON the 
day’s events and the feelings 
they aroused, most everyone 
with whom I spoke (or 
heard on TV) agreed on the 
obvious importance of the 
historical moment we as a 
nation and world are experi- 
encing. 

However, one ‘of the 
aspects that ‘struck ‘me ‘the 
most was the attitude ‘of 
those who came to the Mall. 
Friends and family immedi-

Flu vaccination,

It is not too late to get 
your flu vaccine. In 
Michigan, flu activity nor- 
mally peaks in late January 
or February, and influenza 
can continue to circulate 
through the spring months. 
“Flu vaccine is the single 


_ best way to protect against 


influenza”, said Dr. James 
Wilson, Medical Director 
for District Health 
Department #10. 

Flu is a serious respira- 


tory disease that can lead’ 


to complications such as 
pneumonia and even 
death. The flu is much 
more serious than the com- 
mon.cold. Every year in 
the United States, on aver- 
age five percent to 20 per- 
cent of the population gets 
the flu, more than 200,000 
people are hospitalized 
from flu complications and 
about 36,000 people die 
from the flu. 

Flu can be easily pre- 
vented. The Health 
Department strongly 
encourages everyone who 
wants to reduce their 
chances of becoming ill 
with the flu, or of transmit- 
ting it to others, to get vac- 


cinated against influenza . 


every year. This is espe- 
cially important for those 
at high risk for serious 
complications such as 
older people, pregnant 
women, children who are 
6 months through [8 years 
of age and people with cer- 
tain health conditions. 
Contacts of high risk indi- 
viduals -— new parents, 
health care workers, 


household members, and 
caregivers — should also be 
vaccinated to | avoid 
spreading infection to oth- 
ers. 

In fact, more than 84 
percent of the United 
States population is rec- 
ommended to get an annu- 
al flu vaccine. That’s more 
than four out of five peo- 
ple. In February 2008, the 
Advisory Committee on 
Immunization Practices 
(ACIP) voted to expand 
the recommended ages for 
annual flu vaccination to 
include all children 6 
months through 18 years 
of age. 

Another group at height- 
ened risk from the flu is 
pregnant women. 
According to a recent 
study, a two-for-one pro- 
tection develops when an 
expectant mother is vacci- 
nated because the unborn 
child is also protected.

Justification is a judicial 
work in which God as our 
judge applied the sacrifice 
of the blood of Jesus Christ 
to cover our sins, and 
applied His righteous life 
for our righteousness. 
“21For he hath made him 
to be sin for us, who knew 
no sin; that we might be 
made the righteousness of 
God in him.” (2 Cor, 5:21). 

‘First, who can bring a 
legal charge to challenge 
our justification in God’s 
court? They cannot bring a 
charge under God’s law 
because, “....my brethren, 
ye also are become dead to 
the law by the body of 
Christ....” (Rom, 7:4), As 
Paul said in Galatians 
2:19: .“19For I through the 
law am dead to the law, 
that I might live unto 
God.” The law condemned 
us for our sin. Christ died 
for our sins fulfilling law’s 


requirements and making 
us dead to the law. By His 
resurrection we are alive 
unto God. 

Second, who can bring a 
legal charge to change our 
Judge’s choice? We are 
God’s elect. The meaning of 
election is illustrated by 
God’s choice of Jacob over 
Esau in Romans 9:11: 
“11(For the children being 
not yet born, neither hav- 
ing done any good or evil, 
that the purpose of God 
according to election might 
stand, not of works, but of 
him that calleth.”) God’s 
election or choice deter- 
mined God’s purpose and 
calling of His own. 
Remember in Romans 8:28 
we are God’s called accord- 
ing to His purpose; “28And 
we know that all things 
work together for good to 
them that love God, to 
them who are the called 
according to his purpose.” 
His purpose was to con- 
form us to the image of his 
Son in Romans 9:29. His 
plan was His foreknowl- 
edge, predestination, call- 
ing, justification, and glori- 
fication of His saints in 
Romans 8:29,80. 

Third, who can bring a 
legal charge to cancel our 
Judge’s conclusion? “It is 
God that justifieth.” 
Romans 3:28 says, 


“Z4Being justified freely by , 


his grace through the 
redemption that is in 
Christ Jesus.” Romans 5:9 
says, “9Much more then, 
being now neers by his 


blood, we shall be saved 
from wrath through him.” 
As Titus 3:7 says, “7That 
being justified by his 
grace, we should be made 
heirs according to the hope 
of eternal life.” “1Therefore 
being justified by faith, we 
have peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus 
Christ.” (Romans 5:1). 
“11But that no man is jus- 
tified by the law in the 
sight of God, it is evident: 
for, The just shall live by 
faith.” (Gal 3:11). “4Christ 
is become of no effect unto 
you, whosoever of you are 
justified by the law; ye are 
fallen from grace.” 
(24Wherefore the law was 
our schoolmaster to bring. 
us unto Christ, that we 
might be justified by 
faith.)” (Gal. 3:24). 

Peter reminds us in 2 
Peter 1:10 to make our 
calling and election sure: 
“10Wherefore the rather, 


brethren, give diligence to - 


make your calling and 
election sure: for if ye do 
these things, ye shall never 
fall.” “10For we are his 
workmanship, created in 
Christ Jesus unto good 
works, which God hath 
before ordained that we 
should walk in them,” 
“20Wherefore by their 
fruits ye shall know them.”

When school “ili caails 
decided to put up a 
“Military Hall of Honor” at 
Grayling High School 
(GHS) back in 2006, they 
had no idea just how big of 
a project it would be. Now 
that the memorial is several 
times bigger than originally 
expected, board members 
are looking at ways to reno- 
vate the entire project. 

Jim Tobin, committee 


chair for the Military Hall of 


Honor, said that organizers 
are dedicated to keeping up 
with the scope of the pro- 
ject. 

“We thought we were 
going to have 50 to 100 
(names), but we have 550 to 
600,” Tobin said. “It’s 
grown so fast so quick that 
we’re behind right now.” 

The hall of honor aims to 
recognize every Crawford 
County resident who has 


ever joined any branch of 


the armed forces, even from 
as far back as World War I. 
It is not necessary for a per- 
son to have been in combat 
io appear on the wall, 
although there is a special 
section dedicated to men 
and women who were killed 
in action. 

The names are precision 
engraved in blocks of wood 
using laser etching technol- 
ogy. The names are orga- 
nized according to the eras 
in which they served. 

After a big push to find 
new qualifying names last 
year, an overwhelming 
response caused the scope 
of the project to bloom 
unexpectedly.

“We've just been trying to 
catch up,” Tobin said. 

According to Tobin, there 
are about $30 names that 
have yet to be added to the 
wall, 

“We want to get the rest 
of this up there and make it 
right,” Tobin said. 

The delay is largely con- 
nected to the etching com- 
pany that was originally 
contracted to design the hail 
of honor Jt is a Grand 
Rapids based company and 
one of the few places in the 
state that does laser etching. 

After the Military Hall of 
Honor was initially built, 
the committee hired the 
etching company twice 
more to do addittons and 
corrections. But, now the 
project has simply gotten 
too big for the Grand Rapids 
firm to handle. 

“They just didn’t have the 
manpower to do it,” Tobin 
said, 

This has created some- 
thing of a dilemma, because 
project committee members 
have been unable to find 
another etching company 
that would be able to match 
the look of the work that has 
already been done. 

“We don’t want to com- 
promise the integrity ‘of 
what they did,” Tobin said. 

Unfortunately, the laser 
etching used to create the 
Military Hall of Honor is 
virtually impossible — to 
duplicate without specific 


laser technology that loca \ 


etching and engraving com- 
panies just don’t seem to 
have. 

One possibility that is 
currently under considera- 
tion is to simply reverse the 
wood panels that have 
already been purchased and 
redo all the names. 

In this case, the Military 
Hall of Honor committee 
might tap a local business 
such as Sylvester’s for the 
project. Another advantage 
of using a local company is 
that it will be much easier to 
make additions or correc- 
tions. 

Regardless of the path the 
committee chooses to take, 
Tobin says that mismatch- 
ing styles is not an option. 

“We want it perfect, of 
course,” Tobin said. 

Committee members 
intend to do more than just 
add names. There are sever- 
al improvements planned 
for the memorial as well. 

First, they want to 
improve the design so that 
historical eras are designat- 
ed more clearly. Secondly, 
they intend to compile a 
written directory which will 
make it easier to look up and 
locate names on the wall. 


Third, the Military Halhiof 


Honor committee intends to 
place an asterisk next to the 
names of all persons who 
actually served in combat. 
This feature would appear 
in the directory as well. 


The committee just 
jJaunched a fund-raiser to 
Mund the additions and 
ikiprovements, Major 
Hi iors will also get their 
nambyengraved on a panel.

He said GHS students are 
always very respectful at 
Veteran’s Day assemblies. 

“That’s something 1 
absolutely see every year, 
and the Military Hall of 
Honor is part of that,” 
Powers said. 

Tobin added that some 


~people were concerned that 


students would deface the 
memorial. Apparently, they 
were wrong to underesti- 
imate GHS students, 

“Nobody’s touched these 
things,” he said.

City officials, however, 
never agreed to the fire 
administrative board. 

The Grayling City 
Council held firm to their 
position that the Grayling 
Fire Department should be 
considered as a department 
of the city, and should be 
administered by the city 
manager. 

Mark Clark, a Traverse 
City attorney representing 
the city in the lawsuit, 
establishment of the admin- 
istrative board would not be 
permitted under the city’s 
ordinance to run the fire 
department. The only way 
such an authority could be 
established is if authority to 
oversee the fire department, 
appoint the fire chief and 
appoint the assistant fire 
chief was vested in the city 
manager, 

The last approved con- 
tract to operate the fire 
department expired in June 
2007. 

The operating agreement, 
that expired between the 
city and the township, 
required the township to pay 
70 percent of the operating 


. costs for the fire department 


and the city to pay 30 per- 
cent. of the expenses. The 
proposed agreement, 
approved by the city and the 
township, calls for the town- 
ship to pay 60 percent of the 
operating costs and the city 
to pay 40 percent of the 
expenses for the next three 
years. Approval of the con- 
tract was retroactive, back to 
the start of the fire depart- 
ment’s fiscal year on July 1, 
2008.

The city has also 
agreed to pay for cost over- 
runs at the end of the fire 
department's fiscal year. 

“Along with the authority 
should go the responsibili- 
ty,” Long said. 

Instead ‘of appointing a 
fire board, the city council 
and township board will 
meet twice a year, or as 
needed, to discuss 
department policy issues, 
expansions of service, con- 
tinuation of services and 
acquisition of capital equip- 
ment. That is the same lan- 
guage the township board 
put in ifs contract for duties 
that would have been car- 
ried out by the administra- 
tive fire board. 

Long said the contract 
was not the “best deal for 
the township and not a win- 
win for either party.”

Chief Russ Strohpaul will 
report day-to-day activities 
to Thayer for the fire depart- 
ment. Thayer will serve as 
the liaison between the city 
and the township. 


“Ithink this is an 
unprecedented grab for 
power,” Wright said. 


Thayer, who has been the 
city manager for over two 
years, said he attended fire 
authority meetings before it 
was disbanded and studied 
minutes from the meetings. 
He said the committee 
exceeded its authority and 
should not have had the fire 
chief serving on the com- 
mittee. 

“My opinion has always 
been the same,” Thayer 
said. “The committee 
exceeded its authority and it 
did not go back to the gov- 
emning bodies for things 
they were approving.” 

Wright predicted that the 
city and the township board 
would be back in court after 
the three-year fire depart- 
ment pact expires. 

“Things might be fine for 
awhile, but in three years, 
we're going to be right back 
at it,” Wright said. 

Thayer said he believes 
the relationship “between 
city and township officials 
will improve as emotions 
die down after the 18 
months of fire department 
negotiations. 

“T think the final product 
will be in the best interest of 
both communities and the 
fire department,” Thayer 
said. “Once we’ve reached 
this point, I think we will be 
able to go into the future 
successfully.

(ARA) - Food can make 
you healthier — if you make 
good choices. It can seem 
hard to make healthy food 
choices, particularly if you 
are on a budget and short 
on time. But there are some 
simple steps you can take 
to help you and your fami- 
ly eat healthier. 

Build a Healthier Plate 

Use a grocery list when 
shopping for food to help 
you choose more fresh veg- 
etables, fruits and whole 
grains. Buy leaner meats 
(such as chicken, ‘turkey 
and lean cuts of pork or 
beef such as sirloin or 
chuck roast) and lower fat 
dairy products like low-fat 
or non-fat (skim) milk and 
yogurt.

Continued from 1A 
iook place in and outside 
the courtroom. 

In one case, a knife was 
found by sheriff’s deputies 
on a man who was involved 
in an abuse and neglect case 
and had threatened child 
protective case workers. In 
another instance, a knife 
and a black powder pistol 
were found in a leather 
satchel carried by a man 


~ who was also involved in an 


abuse and neglect case and 
had a history of mental 
health issues. The pistol did 
have a cylinder to hold bul- 
lets. 

“He pointed out that it 
really wasn’t a danger, but 
what he pulled out was a 
cannon,” said Sgt. Randy 
Herman from the Crawford 
County Sheriff’s Office. 

Burmeister added that a 
man was in a secured area 
of the courthouse looking 
for a judge, when 46th 
Circuit Court Trial Court 
Judge Janet M. Allen direct- 
ed him to an area accessible 
to the public. Court officials 
later learned that the man 
had beat up a co-worker and 
then threatened to attack a 
Northern Lakes 
Community Mental Health 
psychiatrist with a crowbar 
before being intercepted by 
sheriff’s deputies. 

Burmeister said that 
bailiffs from the sheriff’s 
department are requested 
on Tuesdays, when criminal 
proceedings take place, and 
on Fridays, when jury trials 
are being held. Deputies 
are requested to come in on 
some days when abuse and 
neglect, civil cases and 


small claims cases are being - 


handled and when situa- 
tions arise. 

“The system that we're 
using now needs to be 
improved,” Burmeister 
said. 

The fee hike will gener- 
ate about $23,000 to pay for 
the part-time bailiffs, who 
will man the District and 
Circuit Courtrooms 
between six to seven hours, 


_ four to five days a week. 


Scheduling of the bailiffs 
will be coordinated 
between the courts and the 
sheriff’s office. Burmeister 
said he may need a bailiff 
for eight to 10 hours if a 
jury trial proceeds, or up to 
one hour when a plea deal 
agreement has been made 
with the prosecutor's office. 
' “We're not going to have 
somebody standing around 
if there’s no court,’ County 
Commissioner Mike Lange 
said, 

County Administrator 
Paul Compo said the 
bailiffs and seasonal 
employees, such as snow- 
mobile and marine patrol 
officers, would be laid off 
before road deputies or cor- 
rections officers lose their 
jobs during the current eco- 
nomic woes, 

“The sheriff still has a 


mandated responsibility to- 


supply the court with a 
bailiff,’ Compo said. “It 
would not be desirable to be 


in a layoff position, but we

still have to do this whether 
we have the funding or not.” 

Added court security 
measures, such as installing 
metal detectors, will be rec- 
ommended by sheriff’s 
office administrators and 
court staff. 

“This is one facet of 
courthouse security, but it’s 
not the end ail,’ Burmeister 
said. 

Burmeister said he 
requested a packet of infor- 
mation from the Michigan 


Supreme Court on current 


courthouse security mea- 
sures, as the county board 
moves forward with its $1.5 
million project to renovate 
and expand the courthouse. 

Dave Stephenson, chair- 
man of the Crawford 
County Board of 
Commissioners, recom- 
mended court and law 
enforcement staff give their 
security input to engineers 
soon, as design pians for the 
building facelift are being 
wrapped up. The county 
hopes. to start. construction 
on the building in June. 

“T think it’s best that we 
look at that pretty strong 
right now while we’re still 
designing it and before we 
get into it and then have to 
try to make changes,” 
Stephenson said. 

Wakefield said he has a 
bank of eligible part-time 
and seasonal employees, 
looking to pick up moré 
hours, who would be eligi- 
ble for the positions. He 
ensured the county board 
that bailiff deputies under 
his watch would be quali- 
fied to handle a firearm, 
would know the pertinent 
laws and be able to handle 
emergency situations. 

“They’re going to be able 
to show they can shoot a 
gun and know the rules, 
because it’s my head that’s 
on the block,” Wakefield 
said. “This way, we take 
care of that.” 

_ Court, sheriff’s office and 
county officials also plan to 
meet Northern Lakes 
Community Health admin- 
istrators to determine if they 
can better track when a dan- 
gerous person involved with 
the courts has recently been 
hospitalized and then 
released under certain con- 
ditions. 

Mary Jergenson, northern 
Michigan district represen- 
tative for Sen. Tony Stamas, 
R-Midland, said her office 
has been receiving a num- 
ber of calls from distressed 
constituents. She cited the 
economy and post traumat- 


ic stress disorder, from men. 


and women returning from 
the wars in Jraq and 
Afghanistan, as the main 
reasons for their stress and 


anxiety. 
Jergenson said the mental 
health issues northern 


Michigan are currently fac- 
ing underscores the need for 
the bailiffs if those people 
come into court for criminal 
or civil infractions. 

“These people may not 
be on the radar screen and 
they’re at the end of their 
ropes right now,” she said.

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Recreation fees increased 


For the first time in over a 
decade, recreation fees were 
raised on the Huron- 
Manistee National Forests. 
Effective Jan. 1, 2009, fee 
hikes occurred at 66 sites 
and fees were eliminated at 
three others. Recreation 
fees are collected for use of 
Forest Service camp- 
grounds, picnic sites, boat 
access sites and trailtheads. 
Annual recreation passes 
now cost $30, or two for 


$45 per household. Weekly. 


passes increased to $15 and 
daily passes increased to $5. 
Campsite fees range from 
$10 to $15 per night, 
according to site-specific 
developments and ameni- 
lies. Each campsite fee cov- 
ers two vehicles, eight peo- 
ple and two sleeping units. 
Group camping fees range 
from $40 to $100 per night, 
depending on group size. 
Within the AuSable River 
Corridor, ccampingis per- 
mitted’ac’ 102 Individually 
designated single-family 
campsites along a 55-mile 
stretch of shoreline and 
bluffs within Alcona and 
Iosco Counties. | Camping 


reservations and a nightly 
camping fee of $10 are 
required between May 15 
and Sept. 30. Reservations 
may be made online at 
www.recreation.gov or by 
telephone at 877-444-6777. 

Kirtland’s Warbler 
Guided Tours continue to be 
an international tourist 
attraction on the Huron 
National Forest, as the jack 
pine habitat in northern 
Michigan is the only place 
in the world where this 
endangered bird nests. 
Guided tours start and end 
at the Mio Ranger District 
Office for a fee of $10 for 
adults, with children age 17 
and under free. 

Fees were increased to 
align national forest costs 
with those charged by pri- 
vate entities for similar 
recreation opportunities. 
Inflation, increased mainte- 
nance costs, additional 
aménities ‘and/or ‘greater 
capacity also led to the fee 
hikes. 

The Huron-Manistee 
National Forests operate 
and maintain 174 developed 
recreation sites in

Home schooling 
remains popular 
in Crawford 


County

The Crawford AuSable 
Schools draw headlines on 
a weekly basis about their 
Sports programs and other 
extra-curricular activities. 
Meanwhile, there is a fair- 
ly large community of stu- 
dents in this coynty who go 
virtually unnoticed. Home 
schooling is an area trend 
that has been going strong 
for around two decades. 

“I think it’s as popular 
now as it was in the ‘90s,” 
said Grayling home 
schooling parent’ Allen 
Lowe. 

And, just how popular is 
that? It’s hard to say. 
Although home school 
families are encouraged to 
register with the school 
district, it is not required. 
There is currently only one 
home school family in the 
county that is officially 


registered with the 
Crawford, Oscoda, 
Ogemaw and Roscommon 
(COOR) Intermediate 
School District. 

Crawford AuSable 
School District 


Superintendent Joe Powers 
says that the number of 
home schooled students 
studying in Crawford 
County has ‘ probably 
remained fairly consistent 
since the home schooling 
boom kicked off nation- 
wide in the early 1990s. 
“There’s stil a certain 
contingency of people who 
home school for a variety 
of reasons,” Powers said. 


“TI don’t feel like there’s. 


been a massive change one 
way of another” 70" 

Lowe's wife, Mary Ruth, 
shares the responsibility of 
teaching their 14-year-old 
son Lucas with her hus- 
band. She reports that 
there are 18 families from 
Crawford and neighboring 
counties who are part of a 
home school group that 
regularly gets together for 
shared lessons. Lowe said 
he is certain that there are 
other home school families 


in the area who are’ not”® 


involved in the group. 

So, why do they do it? 
According to a 2003 U.S. 
Census report, the most 
frequent reasons for home 
schooling are religious fac- 
tors and the belief that par- 
_ ents can provide a better 
education at home: 

“We thought that it was 
the way that he can get the 
best education,’ said 
Lowe. . 

Lowe teaches his son 
math and science while his 
wife handles English and 


social studies instruction.’ 


Like any other student, 
Lucas takes tests and 
quizzes on a regular basis 
to make sure he’s on track. 

Lowe pointed out that 
there is a lot of help avail- 
able to home school par- 
ents in the form of profes- 
sionally developed and 
even college accredited 
home curriculum, 

“There are more and 
more home school fami- 
lies, which means there’s 
more incentive for compa- 
nies to develop curricu- 
lum,” Lowe said. 

He and his wife do not 
use one specific program, 
but rather pick and choose 
course material according 
to what they think will be 
best for their son. Lowe 
said that the ability to cus- 
tomize the individual 
learning experience is what 
can give home schooling 
an edge. 

“We use whatever best 


fits his needs subject by

subject,” he said. 

Lucas has three older 
siblings who have already 
completed home school 
programs and are now liv- 
ing in the adult world. 

“They’ve all done well,” 
said Lowe. 

Susy _ Grougan, a 
Grayling resident who 
home schooled her two 
children, said she chose to 
teach at home because she 
wanted certain Christian 
values to be emphasized 
throughout the learning 
experience. She made it 
clear that “brainwashing” 
was not part of the plan. 

“I didn’t want my kids to 
be clones of me. I wanted 
them to make their own 
decisions,” Grougan said. 


“There really is no such © 


thing:as a value free educa- 
tion.” 

Grougan said that, as a 
home school parent, she 
felt that formal academic 
learning should be just one 
part of her kids’ daily 
growth. 

“What I as a home 
schooler hoped to teach 
my children was to think 
for themselves,” she said. 

Nevertheless, when it 
came time for Grougan’s 
kids to take college 
entrance exams, they were 
no slouches in the’ purely 
academic department. 


“When it comes to tak- 


ing standardized tests, they 
placed in the top five per- 
cent,” Grougan said. 
Although Lowe and 
Grougan attest that home 
schooling is academically 


‘sound, there is still the 
question of socialization. 


Critics of home schooling 
often argue that home 
taught kids are not exposed 
to the proper socialization 
necessary to adjust to life 
in the adult world. 

Both local home school 
parents feel that this argu- 
ment is misguided, 

“T believe that socializa- 
tion is helping children to 
be comfortable in any situ- 
ation they find themselves 
in,” Grougan said. “You 
become like the people you 
hang with ... there’ is nega- 
tive socialization.as well as 
positive socialization.” 

She pointed out that 
much of the bullying and 
peer pressure that some- 


times appears in public 


schools generally does not 
exist in the adult world. 
Both parents agree that 
home schooled children 
will inevitably spend plen- 
ty of time interacting with 
other kids. 

“Unless you tie your 
kids up and leave them in 
the basement they 


become social,” Grougan 


said, “With the resources 
that are available today, 


- kids are around other kids 


all the time.” . 
_ Lowe’s son Lucas is 
involved in several local 
youth activities, including 


a youth soccer league at_ 


Hanson Hills. 

Despite these argumertts, 
not everyone agrees that 
home schooling is without 
social repercussions. 

Grougan’s adult daugh- 
ter, Kate Watrous, is now 
married and currently 
resides in Louisiana. She 
was home schooled until 
12th: ‘grade, when _ she 
decided to finish her high 
school education at 
Grayling High School. 
She said it was not an easy 
transition. 

“I really didn’t like the 
social aspect,’ Watrous 
said, “It puts you in a real- 
ly awkward position.”

Additional funding pro- 
jects county officials are

Officials estimated the 
available space would be

Over the last 16 months, 
the Crawford County 


Commission on Aging has 
pared down a list of a half 
dozen possible new sites for 
the Grayling Senior Center 


_ to a pair of options. 


Relocating to the 
Grayling Fish Hatchery, in 
a joint venture with the 
Grayling Fish Hatchery 
Steering - Committee, 
remains a viable option. 

The other possibility is 
building a new senior center 


from the ground up. One of 
the potential locations for 
the senior center is on just 
over four acres of property 
owned by. the Carl W. 
Borchers VFW Post #3736 
on Madsen Street. The land 
was donated to the veterans 
organization by the late 
Beth Seator. The other 
property, also just over four 
acres, is located at the inter- 
section of Roberts Road 
and North Down River 
Road. The land was sold to 
Crawford County when the 
the State of Michigan sold 
the Grayling Fish Hatchery 
property in 1995. The coun- 
ty subsequently leased the 
land to Grayling Charter 
Township. 

Compo threw out the idea 
that the health department 
and the senior center could 
be located under one roof. 

Commissioners Rick 
Anderson and Mike Lange 
agreed that too much 
money in Michigan 
Department of Natural 
Resources and US. 
Department of Agriculture 
funds have been poured into 
the fish hatchery grounds 
and building to turn away 
from it now. 

“We're way beyond the 
point of tearing it down,” 
said Lange, who also serves 
on the COA board. 

Adding both projects 
would mean the county 
would seek to issue about 
$3.5 million in bonds to pay 
for the courthouse, health 
department and senior cen- 
ter projects. 

Seeking more funding 
may gain a better interest 
rate for the bonds and allow 
the county to pay off the 
bonds over a greater num- 
ber of years to fit the pay- 
ments within the county’s 
budget. 

While getting more bang 
for their buck, going for 
additional financing may 
drive more descension in 
the community against the 
bond financing since having 
the senior center at the fish 
hatchery is not popular with 
some seniors. One of the 
main provisions of going 
for the bonding is a 45-day 
referendum period. If 10 
percent of the registered 
voters gather enough signa- 
tures to protest the bonding, 
a vote on approval of the

bonding would have to be 


held. 


“People are going to be 
against the bond no matter 
what you do with it,” Lange 
said. “The thing we have to 
remember - this is not a tax 
increase - and piggybacking 
other projects on this may 
keep our payments in line 
with our budget.” 

Anderson raised the pos- 
sibility of gaining federal 
economic stimulus funds 
under President Barack 
Obama’s new administra- 
tion. . 

Lange was cynical that 
any help from the federal 
government would be com- 
ing to Crawford County any 
time soon. 

“We can’t kid ourselves. 
We're not going to get any 
of that money,” Lange said. 
“The only way we're going 
to do projects around here is 
by paying for them our- 
selves.” 

Amanda Porath, a struc- 
tural engineer from the 
Northwest Design Group, 
said the firm maintains a 
database of .contractor's 
bids and building supplies 
for projects done over the 
past year. In addition to 
contacting building supply 
companies, Porath said she 
believes that $1.5 million 
would be adequate funding 
for the court house project. 

“Material prices are lev- 
eling off right now and the 
labor prices are on the . 
downslide,” she said. 

Compo said that county 


_ Officials don’t want to have 


any surprises when it comes 
time to open the bids for the 
project. The county hopes 
to bid the project to a con- 
tractor in May. 

“It would bea real 
wrench thrown into the 
process if we’ didn’t autho- 
rize engugh in bonds when — 
we open. up the. bids,” 
Compo said. 

Commissioners Shelly 
Pinkelman and Scott 
Hanson stressed that they 
would need firm budget 
numbers and plans to con- 
sider the bonding for one or 
all three county agencies, in 
order to explain financing 
to their constituents.
